US military observers in Panama believe that 
Torrijos will not assume the presidency but will 
continue as commandant of the National Guard. Colo- 
nels Pinilla and Urrutia, the titular leaders of the 
Provisional Junta Government, are still confined to 
the Presidential Palace, but they have not yet been 
removed from office. The general and his staff have 
been holding strategy meetings in an effort to re- 
solve their status. 

A small number of Guard officers who opposed 
Torrijos, including coup leaders Silvera and Sanjur, 
have been jailed. Torrijos is apparently trying to 
avoid_ further dividing the Guard, however, and any 
additional arrests will prob ably be highly selective. 
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
